Inoculating  the  Small-Pox,  &c. 

HE  favourable  Re¬ 
ception  given  by  the 
Publick  to  my  for¬ 
mer  Papers  upon  this 
Subjedt,  encourages 
me  to  proceed  in  laying  before 
them  the  neceflary  Information 
for  making  a  right  Judgment, 

whe- 
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whether*  the  Practice  of  Inocula¬ 
tion  ought  to  be  purfued,  or  re¬ 
jected.  Such  a  Judgment,  I  am 
perfwaded,  can  no  otherwilc  be 
made,  than  from  Matter  of  FaCt 
andExperience  truly  reprefented. 
This  I  have  hitherto  done  to  the 
belt  of  myPower,and  have  the  Sa¬ 
tisfaction  to  fee,  that  eventhofe, 
who  have  been  the  molt  warmly 
engaged  in  this  Controverfy, 
have  neither  difputed  the  Truth 
of  the  FaCts  I  have  deliver’d, 
nor  offer’d  to  invalidate  the 
Confequences  drawn  from  them. 
I  have  indeed  Itudioufly  avoided 
giving  any  Occafion  for  fuch 
Difputes,  both  by  the  Pains  I 
have  taken  to  be  rightly  in¬ 
form’d,  and  by  the  Caution  I 
have  ufed  in  laying  down  but 
few  Confequences,  and  thofe 


no 
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no  other  than  liich  as  neceflarily 
and  clearly  follow  from  the 
Fads  themfelves.  This  I  have 
done,  partly  to  fave  my  own 
Time,  which  may  be  better 
fpent  than  in  endlefs  wrangling, 
and  partly  becaufe  I  think  it  ne- 
ceflary,  that  a  Perfon  who  pre¬ 
tends  to  enable  the  Publick  to 
decide  between  two  contending 
Parties,  fhouldnot  only  be  real¬ 
ly  impartial,  but,  as  much  as 
poffible,  preferve  the  Reputation 
of  being  fo,  which  can  only  be 
done  by  keeping  clear  of  Contro- 
verfy.  I  am  fenfible  that,  in  fpite 
of  all  myEndeavours  to  maintain 
this  Character,  yet  I  have  not 
been  fo  happy  as  to  preferve  it 
in  the  Opinion  of  a  great  many 
Perlons  engaged  on  both  lides 
of  the  Queftion,  The  Favourers 

of 
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of  Inoculation  objehfc,  that  I  have 
infected  feveral  Perfons  into  the 
Lift  of  thofe  fufpe&ed  to  have 
died  of  Inoculation,  whofe  Death 
was  evidently  owing  to  other 
Caufes,  as  appears  from  the 
ftate  of  their  Cafes  publifhed  by 
myfelf  j  and  confequently  that  I 
have  reprefented  the  odds  in  fa¬ 
vour  of  that  Practice,  as  much 
lefs  than  they  really  are.  I  muft 
own,  they  have  Juft  ice  on  their 
fide  in  this  Objection,  and  would 
have  unqueftionajble  reafon  t6 
complain  of  me,  if  I  had  aflert- 
ed,  that  thofe  Perfons  had  in  rea¬ 
lity  died  of  Inoculation  :  But 
as  I  have  only  put,  them  down 
as  fufpe&ed  to  have  died  of  it, 
and  have  at  the  fame  Time  pub- 
lifh’d  the  Account  of  each  of 
their  Cafes,  whereby  it  is  put  in 
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the  Power  of  the  Reader  to  dif¬ 
allow  fuch  of  them  as  he  thinks 
proper,  and  to  alter  the  Odds 
accordingly,  I  hope  this  may 
plead  my  Excufe ;  elpecially  if 
it  be  confider’d,  that  by  infert- 
ing  in  this  Lift  every  Patient, 
that  has  been  by  any  Perfons, 
how  unreafonably  foever,  fulpect- 
ed  to  have  died  by  Inoculation, 
I  have  thereby  been  able  to  ftate 
the  Ultimatum  of  all  that  is 
pretended  to  by  the  Oppofers  of 
this  Practice ;  and  that,  after  all 
their  Pretenlions  are  allow’d, 
there  ftill  remains  a  great  and 
linqueftionable  Advantage  on  the 
fide  of  Inoculation,  above  the 
taking  the  Hazard  of  the  Di- 
ftemper  in  the  Natural  Way. 
With  this  Anfwer  I  hope  the 
Gentlemen  on  that  fide  of  the 

B  Que- 
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Qiieftion  will  be  fatisfied ;  at 
ieaft  it  is  all  that  I  have  to  of¬ 
fer  :  But  I  am  afraid  there  will 
be  more  difficulty  to  content 
their  Antagonifts,  who,  I  find, 
are  fo  far  from  thinking  me  im¬ 
partial,  that  they  look  upon  me 
as  a  declar’d  Favourer  and  Ad¬ 
vocate  for  the  Practice  of  Inocu¬ 
lation  ;  though  their  chief  Rea- 
fon  for  doing  fo,  is  only  that 
my  Account  of  Matter  of  Fad 
comes  out  in  Favour  of  that  Me¬ 
thod.  If  it  had  proved  other- 
wife,  thofe  Gentlemen  would 
have  been  my  very  good  Friends, 
and  the  Inoculators  might  per¬ 
haps  have  complain’d,  that  I 
was  endeavouring  to  run  down 
their  Praclice.  So  apt  are  we 
to  be  difpleas’d  with  every  Re¬ 
lation,  how  juft  foever,  that  dis¬ 
agrees 
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agrees  with  the  Sentiments  we 
have  once  efpous’d  ;  and  fo  dif¬ 
ficult  is  it,  for  the  ftridteft  Im¬ 
partiality,  to  content  Two  oppo¬ 
site  Parties.  But  perhaps  the 
Gentlemen, who  oppofe  this  Prac¬ 
tice,  may  hereafter  have  reafon 
to  think  more  favourably  of 
me,  as  they  will  undoubtedly 
do,  if  my  Account  in  lucceed- 
ing  Years,  fhould  prove  more  to 
their  Advantage  than  it  has  hi¬ 
therto  done.  And  that  in  a 
little  Time  this  may  be  the 
Cafe,  is  not  improbable,  if  we 
obferve,  how  apt  the  Generality 
of  Mankind  is  to  run  from  one 
extreme  to  the  other.  For  as 
formidable  a  Practice  as  this  • 
was  reckon’d,  at  its  Introduc¬ 
tion  among  us,  no  fooner  are 
we  got  over  our  fir  ft  Appre- 

B  %  hen- 
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hen  lions,  and  begin  to  think  it 
fafe  and  ufeful,  but  we  lay  a- 
fide  that  Care  and  Caution, 
which  alone  could  render  it 
fuccefsful,  and  venture  at  once 
upon  the  Operation,  without 
regard  to  the  Condition  our  Bo¬ 
dies  are  in  to  undergo  it,  to 
the  1110ft  favourable  Time  of 
doing  it,  or  the  Affiftance  and 
Advice  that  is  necellary  to  con¬ 
duct  us  through  the  Diftemper. 
However  unneceftary  this  laft  Ar¬ 
ticle  may  appear  to  thofe,  who 
think  any  body,  that  can  wound 
the  Skin  and  lay  on  a  Plaifter,  is 
fit  to  take  care  of  a  Patient  in  the 
Small-Pox  ;  yet  furely,  if  Phyli- 
cians  had  been  generally  advifed 
with,  we  fhould  never  have 
had  fo  many  Perfons  inoculated 
at  the  very  time,  when  they  al¬ 
ready 


/ 
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ready  laboured  under  dangerous 
Difeafes ;  nor  fo  many  others  in 
the  Flower  and  Vigour  of  their 
Age,  from  violent  Exercife, 
luxurious  Living,  and  Drinking 
to  Excels,  come  at  once  to  the 
Operation,  as  if  it  were  no 
more  than  a  Frolick,  without 
any  Preparation  for  it,  whether 
by  Evacuations,  or  a  temperate 
Regimen;  nor  lliould  we  per¬ 
haps  have  feen  this  Pra&ice  fo 
much  negle&ed  in  the  molt  fa¬ 
vourable  Seafons,  and  almoft 
only  made  ufe  of,  when  the 
natural  Small-Pox  is  the  molt 
malignant  and  fatal.  I  mult 
own,  I  think  nothing  Ihews  fo 
much  the  Safety  of  this  Opera¬ 
tion,  as  that,  with  all  thefe  Dif- 
advantages,  fo  few  have  yet  died 
of  it. 


But 
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But  to  proceed  to  my  intend¬ 
ed  Account,  I  muft  remind  the 
Reader  of  the  two  Queftions  I 
have  propofed  to  be  determin’d 
by  Experience,  upon  the  Deci- 
lion  of  which  the  Fate  of  Inocu¬ 
lation  feems  principally  to  de¬ 
pend.

i.  Whether  the  Diftemper 
given  by  Inoculation  be  an  ef¬ 
fectual  Security  to  the  Patient, 
againft  his  having  the  Small- 
Pox  afterwards  in  the  Natural 
Way  ? 

a.  Whether  the  Hazard  of 
Inoculation  be  confiderably  lefs 
than  that  of  the  Natural  Small- 
Pox  ? 


In 
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In  relation  to  the  firft  of  thefe, 
there  have  been  feveral  Stories 
fpread  abroad  of  Perfons,  who 
had  the  Small-Pox  firft  by  Ino¬ 
culation,  and  afterwards  in  the 
Natural  Way,  which  may  be 
feen  in  my  former  Accounts, 
with  the  Anfwers  to  them ;  from 
which  I  think  it  plainly  appears, 
that  none  of  thofe  Reports  had 
any  juft  Foundation.  The  full 
decilion  therefore  of  this  Que- 
ftion  muft  be  left  to  longer  Expe¬ 
rience  ;  though  as  far  as  we  have 
feen  hitherto,  the  affirmative 
fide  of  it  appears  highly  proba¬ 
ble, even  in  thofe  Cafes  where  on¬ 
ly  the  imperfect  Small-Pox  have 
appeared  :  For  of  the  others, 
I  fuppofe,  little  doubt  will  be 
made,  all  Perfons  who  have  had 
the  real  Small-Pox ,  feeming 

to 
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to  be  equally  fafe  from  the 
return  of  them  ,  in  whatfoe- 
ver  way  the  Diltemper  was  con- 
traded. 

I  fhall  proceed  therefore  to 
what  I  have  to  offer,  from  the 
laft  Year’s  Experience,  towards 
the  Determination  of  the  fe- 
cond  Queftion,  viz.  Whether 
the  Hazard  of  Inoculation  be 
conliderably  lefs  than  that  of 
the  Natural  Small-Pox  ?

larging  our  Numbers  we  come 
nearer  to  the  Truth.

The  Cafe  of  this  one  Perfon 
fufpecled  to  have  died  of  Inocu¬ 
lation,  is  as  follows. 

{  Mr.  Adam  Ur  quart ,  Son 
£  of  William  Urquart,  Efq;  of 
£  Meldrum,  aged  One  Y ear  and 
£  and  a  half,  was  inoculated  at 
£  Meldrum  in  Alerdeenjhire, 
£  Augiift  zy.  17  z6,  licken’d  the 
£  Seventh  Day,  and  died  the 
£  Eighth  Day,  before  any  Ap- 
£  pearance  of  an  Eruption,  of 

*  Fits  (from  a  Hydrocephalus ) 

*  which  he  had  formerly:  been 
£  fubjeftto,  tho’  concealed  both 
‘  from  the  Parents  and  the  O- 

*  perator ;  from  the  firft,  be- 
4  caufe  the  Surgeon,  that  attend- 
c  ed  him,  dared  not  to  afflidf  the 

*  tender  and  then  lickly  Parents 
£  with  fuch  bad  News  ;  from 

£  the 
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*  the  fecond,  by  the  Abfence  of 
c  that  Surgeon,  and  Ignorance 
‘  of  the  Nurfe,  unacquainted 
c  with  fuch  Diforders,  tho’  he 

*  (the  Operator)  carefully  and 
f  particularly  enquired  into  it 
c  before  the  Operation.  Ail 
‘  which  he  learned  of  the  Sur- 
c  geon  after  the  Child’s  Death. 

N.  B.  His  Brother  and  Sifter, 
e  inoculated  at  the  fame  time, 
c  had  a  fair  and  favourable  Dif- 
c  eafe.

By  my  Account  publifh’d  the 
la  ft  Year,  the  whole  Number  of 
Perfons,  who  had  then  had  the 
true  Small-Pox  by  Inoculation, 
was  6z 4,  Thirteen  of  which  had 
been  fufpe&ed  to  have  died  of 

Inocu- 
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Inoculation ;  and  this  Year  we 
have  one  dead  out  of  an  Hun¬ 
dred  ;  that  is,  in  all  14  out  of 
7x4,  or  nearly  One  out  of  yx. 
If  therefore  we  lay  this  down 
as  the  Hazard  of  dying  of  In¬ 
oculation,  we  allow  all  that  is 
pretended  to  by  the  Oppofers 
of  that  Practice,  and  there  ftill 
remains  a  great  Advantage  on 
the  Side  of  Inoculation,  above 
the  Hazard  of  taking  the  Dif- 
eafe  in  the  Natural  Way,  in 
which  we  find  there  dies  one 
in  Six.  But  thofe,  who  up¬ 
on  perufal  of  the  Cafes  of 
thefe  Fourteen  Perfons,  find 
reafon  to  think  that  feveral  of 
them  did  not  really  die  of  In¬ 
oculation,  but  of  other  Acci¬ 
dents,  or  Difeafes,  may,  by  ftri- 
king  off  fuch  of  them  as  they 

think 
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think  proper,  confiderably  re¬ 
duce  the  Odds  of  Dying  of  In¬ 
oculation  below  what  I  have  re- 
prefented  them.  This  there¬ 
fore  I  leave  to  the  Judgment 
of  every  impartial  Reader  ;  but 
before  I  conclude,  I  muft  beg 
leave  to  mention  one  Particu¬ 
lar,  in  which  I  think  it  incum¬ 
bent  upon  me  to  do  Juftice  to 
this  Practice.  It  is  allow’d  on 
all  Hands,  that  fome  of  thefe 
Fourteen  were  difeafed  Perfons ; 
and  therefore  the  Hazard  of 
Dying  of  Inoculation,  to  Per¬ 
fons  who  have  this  Operation 
perform’d  upon  them  in  per¬ 
fect  Health,  is  unqueftionably 
lefs  than  that  of  One  in  Fifty 
Two,  as  we  had  Hated  it.

But  the  Do&or’s 
Letter  coming  lb  very  late,  by 
reafon  of  an  Indilpolition  he 
has  labour’d  under  for  fome 
Time,  and  not  containing  the 
Names  and  Ages  of  the  Pa¬ 
tients,  I  could  not  infert  them 
in  this  Year’s  Account,  but  muft 
defer  them  till  my  next.

Age  and  Habitation  of  every  Perfon  in¬ 
oculated,  the  Manner  of  the  Operation, 
the  Days  of  Sickening  and  of  the  Erup¬ 
tion,  the  Sort  of  Small-Pox  that  is  pro™ 
duc'd,  and  the  Event. 

Where  the  true  Small-Pox  is  not  pro¬ 
duc'd  by  Inoculation,  it  will  be  of  Ufie 
to  take  particular  Notice,  whether  the 
Patient  had  any  other  Kind  of  Eruption, 
what  Symptoms  preceded  or  attended  it, 
whether  the  Incilions  inflam'd  and  run, 
and  for  what  Time  their  Running  con¬ 
tinu'd. 


In  Cafe  any  Perfon  fhall  happen  to  die 
after  Inoculation,  either  in  the  Courfe  of 
the  Small-Pox,  or  after  they  are  gone 
off,  it  is  defired  that  a  particular  Rela¬ 
tion  of  the  Cafo  may  be  made,  and  at- 
tefted,  if  it  be  judg'd  necefiary,  by  the 
neareft  Relations  of  the  Party  deceas'd, 
or  by  other  credible  Perfons*  that  were 
Witnefles  to  the  Fad.

They  are  intreated  to  fend  thefe  Ac¬ 
counts,  or  an  Extrad  from  them,  com¬ 
prehending  ail  Perfons  inoculated  from 
the  Beginning  to  the  End  of  the  prefent 
Year,  to  Dr.  Jurin ,  Secretary  to  the 
Royal  Society,  fome  Time  in  January , 
or  at  fartheft  in  February  next,  that  fo
